15 new schools 
for Edmonton 


Keeping pace. School 
board chairs call 
promise a great start 


Edmonton’s school board 
chairs were thrilled Wednes¬ 
day, with the government’s 
promise of 15 new schools 
and three modernizations for 
the city. 

On Wednesday, Alberta 
Premier Jim Prentice an¬ 
nounced the government 
would build 55 new schools 
across the province and com¬ 
plete 20 modernizations, at a 
cost of $2 billion. 

The government also plans 
to inject $43.2 million into 
school boards to fast track the 
planning process and $100 
million to help with existing 
infrastructure costs. 

“As a government, we need 
to plan better for this signifi¬ 
cant growth, we need to have 
a clear mechanism to report 
and we need to have a man¬ 
ner in which to hold people 
accountable,” said Prentice. 

Edmonton Public School 
Board chair Sarah Hoffman 


said she’s never heard of the 
government promising so 
many schools in one shot. 

“I’ve never experienced 
this before and I can’t think 
of my predecessors who did 
either,” said Hoffman. 

EPSB will see nine new 
schools — four of them start¬ 
ing as mini-schools — and two 
modernizations, along with 
10 modular classrooms. 

“We look for this being the 
new pace that’s set for infra¬ 
structure being delivered in 
the city of Edmonton,” Hoff¬ 
man added. “We needed them 
open yesterday, but they’re in 
our capital plan right now and 
we’re happy they’re being an¬ 
nounced today.” 

Four new schools were 
announced for Edmonton’s 
Catholic district, along with 
one modernization and one 
school expansion. Two of the 
ECS schools will start as mini¬ 
schools. 

ECS chair Cindy Olsen said 
the announcement of new 
schools is vital to keep pace 
with the growing city. 

“Our growth has gone up 
4 per cent in one year and it’s

Students want 
U-Pass refunds 

Both NATT and MacEwan 
University student rep¬ 
resentatives want partial 
refunds for their U-Pass fol¬ 
lowing the latest LRT delay. 

The U-Pass — a universal 
transit pass that offers stu¬ 
dents unlimited travel on 
regular ETS — commands a 
mandatoiy fee for students 
at both institutions. 

“I think there should be 
some rebate for students for 
their U-Pass. How that hap¬ 
pens, I don’t know, since 
the students have all been 
charged for it for their fall 
semester,” said Jason Roth, 
advocacy director for the 
NATT Students’ Association. 

NAIT students have 
been allowed to board the 
Oolcspress shuttle for free 
to get to and from school 
using the electric buses be¬ 
ing tested by the city. 

NAIT student reps have 
been told the shuttle will 
remain in place until the 
Metro Line LRT opens. 

Mayor Don Iveson says 
he’s open to discussing the 
idea with NATT students, 
but no decision has been 
made at this time. 

“The amount of money 
is probably not the issue. I 
think their disappointment 
is the issue,” he said.

The Metro Line LRT signalling 
contractor says mixing old and 
new has attributed to the delay 
in what it says has been a com¬ 
plex project. 

That complexity has forced 
Thales Group workers to iron 
out the kinks of merging two 
different systems, leading to a 
third delay in the line’s com¬ 
pletion.

nailing, and incorporating the 
new and old LRT trains have 
proven to be among the big¬ 
gest challenges, said Peloquin. 

Testing work is about one 
third of the way complete, 
Peloquin said, adding he has 
the utmost confidence the line 
will be ready for early next 
year. 

“We’ve encountered some 
complexities here, we got de¬ 
layed, but now that we’re test¬ 


ing, I can say most of the hard 
work is behind us.” 

Those challenges with the 
LRT line have left future users 
— like students — without LRT 
for several more months. 

“I think students are going 
to be rightly upset. They’re 
expecting one thing and they 
keep getting told that it’s com¬ 
ing. By the time it actually gets 
here, most of our academic 
year would be over,” said Jason 


Roth with the NAIT Students’ 
Association. 

A disappointed Mayor Don 
Iveson has called upon the 
city’s auditor to focus on what 
went wrong.

Drug charges. Travis 
Vader found not guilty 


A man once charged in the 
slaying of two Alberta seniors 
has been found not guilty 
of nine unrelated drug and 
weapons charges. 

Travis Vader did plead 
guilty to a charge of failing 
to comply with a court order 
in 2010 and was sentenced 
to one day of time already 
served. 

His defence lawyer said 
Wednesday that Vader, who 
has been in jail since shortly 
after the couple disappeared, 
should be released from cus¬ 
tody soon. 

Vader had faced first-de¬ 
gree murder charges in the 
deaths of Lyle McCann and 
his wife, Marie, but the char¬ 
ges were stayed earlier this 
year. 

Vader has filed lawsuits 
against prosecutors and 
the RCMP claiming mali¬ 
cious prosecution. He alleges 
he was kept in custody on 
trumped-up charges. 

It was Vader’s second trial 
on the drug and weapons of¬ 
fences. He was convicted in 
2013, but before he was sen¬ 
tenced it was discovered that 



some evidence had not been 
properly disclosed to the de¬ 
fence. The judge in that case 
cited the RCMP as “negligent” 
and ordered a new trial.

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Ebola patient wanted to see son graduate 


‘Dealing with the 
sorrow.’ Visit to 
America represented 
decades of effort 


Thomas Eric Duncan, the first 
Ebola patient diagnosed in the 
United States, grew up next to a 
leper colony in Liberia and was 
forced to flee from years of war 
before returning to his country, 


years later, to find it ravaged by 
the disease that ultimately took 
his life as well. 

Duncan, 42, arrived in Dal¬ 
las, Texas, in late September, 
realizing a long-held ambi¬ 
tion to join relatives. He came 
to attend the high-school 
graduation of his son, who was 
brought to the U.S. as a toddler 
when the boy’s mother success¬ 
fully applied for resettlement. 

“His son had told his moth-

er, ‘I want to see my dad. Can 
we help my dad to come?’ And 
they fixed his papers to come 
to this country,” said Duncan’s 


brother Wilfred Smallwood. 

The trip was the culmina¬ 
tion of decades of effort, friends 
and family members said. But 
when Duncan arrived in Dallas, 
though he showed no symp¬ 
toms, he had already been ex¬ 
posed to Ebola. 

Duncan’s half-sister, Mai 
Wureh, had arrived with her 
husband in the U.S. in 1989, 
shortly before Charles Taylor’s 
invasion, and helped her family 


apply for resettlement there, 
but the application was denied. 

Duncan, Smallwood and 
about 20 other family members 
fled in the opposite direction 
from Taylor, to a refugee camp 
outside the Ivorian border city 
of Danane. It was there that 
Duncan met Louise Troh. 

When Troh’s resettlement 
application was approved, she 
took the couple’s three-year-old 
son, Karsiah, and moved first to 


Boston and later to Dallas. This 
year, Duncan was summoned 
to the U.S. Duncan arrived at 
Troh’s apartment in Dallas on 
Sept. 20. 

Troh said in a statement 
Wednesday that she is “deal¬ 
ing with the sorrow and anger” 
that Karsiah Duncan was un¬ 
able to visit Duncan at the hos¬ 
pital Tuesday evening, and so 
never saw his father again.

Death penalty. Afghan 
authorities hang 5 men 
convicted of gang rape 


Afghan authorities executed 
five men who were con¬ 
victed of armed robbery and 
gang rape, the Kabul police 
chief said, following a case 
that galvanized the nation 
in recent weeks. 

Gen. Mohammad Zahir 
Zahir says the men were 
hanged on Wednesday in 
the Puli Charlchi prison in 
the Afghan capital. Then- 
President Hamid Karzai had 
approved and signed the 
execution order last month 
on his last day in office, a 
rare such authorization in 
his more than decade-long 
tenure. 

In August, eight men, 
some dressed in police uni¬ 
forms, stopped an Afghan 
family’s car outside Kabul 
and sexually assaulted four 


of the women in the family, 
including one who was preg¬ 
nant. They were dragged out 
of the vehicle into an area 
where their male family 
members could hear the 
women screaming. 

The case prompted street 
demonstrations in support 
of the victims. While al¬ 
lowed under Afghan law, the 
death penalty was applied 
only on two occasions during 
Karzai’s 13-year presidency. 
He did not authorize the 
death penalty in hundreds 
of cases when it was sought 
during his tenure. 

Human rights groups 
criticized both the speedy 
legal process and applica¬ 
tion of the death penalty in 
the rape case.

Court hears that 
Frank Rubert allowed 
accused into his Berlin 
home, unaware man 
was wanted by police 


The man who housed Luka 
Rocco Magnotta in Berlin says 
the accused murderer had a 
few thousand euro, no luggage 
and was reportedly looking for 
a fresh start after breaking up 
with a lover. 

Frank Rubert told 
Magnotta’s murder trial on 
Wednesday the entire encoun¬ 
ter with Magnotta — online 
and in person — spanned sev¬ 
eral days in May and June 2012. 

He met Magnotta on a 
chat website called GayRomeo 
while looking for a roommate. 

Testifying through an inter¬ 
preter, Rubert said they spent 
much of their time together 
shopping, eating and drinking, 
but did not have sex because 
Magnotta wasn’t his type. 


Rubert said he didn’t want 
to bring Magnotta home when 
he first saw him at the bus 
station. The native of Scarbor¬ 
ough, Ont., looked greasy and 
unkempt, but Rubert decided 
to bring him home because he 
didn’t want to leave him alone 
in Berlin with nowhere to go. 

Magnotta, 32, has pleaded 


not guilty to five charges in the 
murder and dismemberment 
of Chinese student Jun Lin. He 
has admitted to the acts he’s 
accused of, but is arguing he is 
not criminally responsible by 
way of mental disorder. 

In the days after the killing, 
he flew to France before head¬ 
ing to the German capital and 


hooking up with Rubert. 

Rubert told the juiy they so¬ 
cialized for four days without 
anything untoward happen¬ 
ing. On the day of Magnotta’s 
arrest, the pair had parted 
ways for a few hours. During 
that time, Rubert picked up 
a newspaper and saw a chill¬ 
ing image inside: a photo of 
Magnotta with a stoiy describ¬ 
ing an international manhunt 
for his arrest on suspicion of 
murder. 

While Rubert contacted po¬ 
lice and waited at a nearby sta¬ 
tion, an Internet cafe employee 
had flagged down police after 
seeing Magnotta in the cafe. 

“On that day I reflected, 
and thought how stupid was I 
to let just anybody come into 
my apartment without know¬ 
ing what kind of a person this 
was,” Rubert said, adding the 
German police wished him a 
happy birthday after the ar¬ 
rest. 

“I replied it’s not my birth¬ 
day and the police said yes, 
it is, because you could have 
been the next.”

Lac-Megantic. Coroner 
issues report, says deaths 
could have been avoided 


A Quebec coroner says the 
deaths of 47 people in the ex¬ 
plosion of an oil tanker train 
in Lac-Megantic, Que., in July 
2013 could have been avoided. 

Dr. Martin Clavet issued 
a report Wednesday for each 
of the 47 victims. He notes he 
can’t comment about civil or 
criminal responsibility because 
of pending criminal charges. 

Clavet is urging Ottawa to 
review its regulations to deter¬ 


mine the number of brakes that 
need to be enabled on trains. 
He is also recommending that 
the federal government en¬ 
sures trains cariying dangerous 
materials on a main track have 
proper supervision. 

A federal measure to that ef¬ 
fect expired in 2013 and Clavet 
is recommending it be re-intro- 
duced until Canadian rail com¬ 
panies implement more secur¬ 
ity measures, the Canadian press

Poll: Canadians 
strongly support 
assisted dying 

An overwhelming majority 
of Canadians surveyed in an 
online poll support assisted 
dying for those suffering 
from a terminal illness 
that results in “unbearable 
suffering,” a pro-euthanasia 
group said Wednesday, ahead 
of a Supreme Court of Can¬ 


ada hearing on the issue. 

The online survey — 
commissioned by the group 
Dying With Dignity Canada 
and conducted by Ipsos Reid 
— found that more than 90 
per cent of respondents agree 
with assisted dying. 

“Support in our poll was 
across eveiy age group, eveiy 
income bracket, all education 
levels, both genders and com¬ 
munity regardless of size,” 
said Wanda Morris, CEO of 
Dying With Dignity Canada.

Troops trading heavy fire be¬ 
tween Pakistan and Indian-con- 
trolled Kashmir have plunged 
civilians on both sides into grief 
with 18 villagers killed and 
dozens wounded this week, 
prompting many to question 
how two nations committed 
to a 2003 ceasefire could be tar¬ 
geting civilians while trading 
blame about who started shoot¬ 
ing first. 

Tens of thousands of villa¬ 
gers have fled their homes on 
both sides since Sunday night, 
when the violence first erupted 
along the 200-kilometre bor¬ 
der between Pakistan’s Punjab 


province and the Indian-con- 
trolled portion of Kashmir. 

The clashes come despite 
stated desires by both govern¬ 
ments on improving ties. In¬ 
dian Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi said he wanted to engage 
Pakistan. But relations remain 
hostile, and in August India 
cancelled talks with Pakistan 
after its ambassador met with 
Kashmiri separatist leaders. 

The UN Militaiy Observers 


Group in India and Pakistan 
plans to visit the area, the Pak¬ 
istani militaiy said Tuesday 
after lodging a protest saying 
that Indian troops had fired 
first. India has also accused 
Pakistan of starting this week’s 
skirmishes, saying it wants 
to create a distraction to help 
militants infiltrate into Indian- 
controlled Kashmir. Pakistan 
has repeatedly denied this.

pitched by an attending team. Metro's team won over the judges, and WikiWash is the result.

According to itself, Wikipedia is 
the fifth-most popular website 
on Earth. 

It boasts a staggering 21 
billion monthly page views 
and the English edition alone 
contains 4.6 million articles — 
100 times that of Encyclopedia 
Britannica. 

Since its inception in 2001, 
Wikipedia has become the In¬ 
ternet era’s de facto archive. 
However, with that status 
comes great responsibility, for 
a single malicious or incorrect 
edit can ripple outwards, car¬ 
ried into the broader discourse 
by the 500 million people who 
visit the site each month. 

One of the earliest hoaxes 
on Wikipedia occurred in 
2005. An article on U.S. jour¬ 
nalist John Seigenthaler falsely 
claimed he was a suspect in 
the Kennedy assassination. The 
entry remained online for six 
months before being discov¬ 
ered, and the ensuing outcry 
led the Wikimedia Foundation 
to ban unregistered users from 
creating pages. 

Two years later, a 24-year- 
old Caltech student named Vir¬ 
gil Griffith created WikiScan- 
ner, an online tool that linked 
changes made by anonymous 


Wikipedia editors to the organ¬ 
izations from which the chan¬ 
ges were made. Griffith’s tool 
revealed edits made from IP ad¬ 
dresses connected to numerous 
governments, businesses and 
agencies, including the CIA, the 
Vatican and the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. 

Griffith said he developed 
WikiScanner “to create minor 
public relations disasters for 
companies and organizations I 
dislike (and) to see what ‘inter¬ 
esting organizations’ (which I 
am neutral towards) are up to.” 

Most of the edits discovered 
by WikiScanner were harm¬ 
less, but it was a wake-up call. 
The public learned govern¬ 
ments and corporations had 
Wikipedia on their radar and 
weren’t above meddling with it 
to preserve their image. 

There are currently 287 lan¬ 
guage editions of Wikipedia, 
meaning spin and vandalism 
on the site is truly a global 
issue. (Check out the map on 
the next page to see some edi¬ 
ting controversies from around 
the world.) 

As Wikipedia’s audience 
continues to grow, so too does 
the capacity for political and 
corporate spin on the site. 
Earlier this year, a WikiMedia 
employee was fired after be¬ 
ing caught editing entries on 
behalf of paying clients. In July,

tions would worm their way 
into our notorious incum¬ 
bent’s entiy? If somebody 
was spotted sowing confusion 
on a candidate’s page, what 
other entries had drawn their 
attention? 

That kernel went on to be 
heated by several rounds of 
prodding and encouragement 
from our Center for Investiga¬ 
tive Reporting and The Work¬ 
ing Group hosts. 

They challenged us to 
expand our idea and cast our 
eye toward Wikipedia itself. 
Hie site’s open nature is its 
greatest strength and its great¬ 
est weakness. 

A way to easily sort what 
entries are being targeted by 
ill-intentioned edits, where 
the edits are being made from 
and even how they’re being 


you’ll find those with an in¬ 
terest, an agenda or a point of 
view that’s not neutral.” 

With that in mind, Metro 
News has created WikiWash. 
Designed in the spirit of Wiki¬ 
Scanner, the tool takes things a 
step further by allowing users 
to track edits to Wikipedia in 
real time. And unlike other 
tools, WikiWash displays edits 


corrected could go a long way 
to taming the more damaging 
aspects of Wikipedia’s crowd¬ 
sourcing model. 

So it was time to think 
big. How much data could 
realistically be scraped from 
Wikipedia? Would we be able 
to search a constellation of 
pages to dig up potential pat¬ 
terns? What’s the best way to 
display it? 

Eventually, chats with our 
hosts grew shorter and the 
question primarily became, 
“Wait, this doesn’t already 
exist?” 

It didn’t. Now it does. 
WikiWash still has a distance 
to go before it becomes what 
we think it can be, but we 
couldn’t be happier to share 
it with you while we watch 
it grow.

While tools like WikiWash 
have historically revealed 
Wikipedia’s vulnerabilities, Ma¬ 
her believes they’re a valuable 
part of the project.

What is WikiWash? 


• WikiWash is a search 
engine that reveals the 
edit history of a Wikipedia 
entry. To learn which 
users have been editing 
a page, simply paste the 
link or type the title into 
WikiWash's search field. 


• WikiWash will then pro¬ 
vide you with a chrono¬ 
logical list of edits made 
to that page, including the 
handle or IP address of the 
person behind it. Clicking 
on each edit's summary 
will highlight the specific 
changes that were made, 
be it simply correcting a 
typo, or something a little 
shadier.

start giving people open tools 
to create and share knowledge 
and participate in democracy, 
then the sky’s the limit on what 
they’ll actually do with them.” 

Ed Summers, creator of 
the @CongressEdits Twitter ac¬ 
count, agrees. The automated 
account tweets edits made by 
IP addresses assigned to the 
U.S. Congress. The project has 
spawned clones across the 
world, including Canada. 

“I created @congressedits 
because I hoped it could en¬ 
gender more, better ideas and 
tools like it. More thought ex¬ 
periments. More care for our 
communities and peoples,” 
Summers wrote in a recent 
blog post. 

It’s a lofty goal, and one 
that prompted Metro to create 
WikiWash. Whether it’s uncov¬ 
ering a political conspiracy, or 
just learning more about what 
makes Wikipedia tick, we’re 
excited to see how readers 
make use of WikiWash.

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Creamy defence. Probiotic 
yogurt may protect you 
from certain toxins: Study 


If you want to defend yourself 
against poison, eat yogurt. 

That’s the — simplified — 
idea behind research published 
by experts in London, Ont. 

A study led by scientists at 
Lawson Health Research In¬ 
stitute showed that probiotic 
yogurt can reduce the absorp¬ 
tion of certain heavy metals 
and environmental toxins by 
as much as 78 per cent in preg¬ 
nant women. 

“We can’t help being ex¬ 
posed to toxic substances in the 


environment,” said Dr. Gregor 
Reid, a scientist at Lawson and 
at Western University. 

“The idea was, could we use 
a simple food to at least reduce 
the risk that, if we do consume 
something, it minimizes the 
net adverse outcome?” 

Toxins like mercuiy and ar¬ 
senic are common in water and 
food, especially fish. The prob¬ 
lem is greatest in areas where 
there is mining and agriculture, 
and in the developing world.

Nose spray option could 
improve flu vaccine rates

Do-it-yourself flu vaccine? It 
could happen. Militaiy folks 
who squirted the vaccine up 
their noses were as well-pro¬ 
tected as others who got it from 
health workers, a study found. 

There’s no reason civilians 
couldn’t do the same for chil¬ 
dren who might be less scared 
if the vaccine was given by a 
parent, the study leader said. 

“A parent could eas¬ 
ily administer it. You can’t go 
wrong,” and having a do-it- 
yourself option might improve 
vaccination rates, said Eugene 
Millar of the Uniformed Servi¬ 
ces University of the Health Sci¬ 
ences in Rockville, Md. 

So far, only health profes¬ 
sionals are allowed to give 


Medlmmune’s FluMist, the 
only nasal spray flu vaccine. 

Over the last two flu sea¬ 
sons, more than 1,000 service 
members and their families got 
the vaccine at military hospi¬ 
tals in San Diego and San An¬ 
tonio, either from a health-care 
worker or by simply giving it to 
themselves. 

Blood tests showed no dif¬ 
ference in immune responses 
among groups receiving the 
spray in contrast to injections. 

The vaccine comes in pre¬ 
filled syringes with stoppers 
dividing the dose in half — one 
for each nostril. 

While it’s easy to admin¬ 
ister, it’s not ready for wide¬ 
spread use and requires “an 
appropriately designed study 
that shows equal efficacy (and) 
safety” before being endorsed 
for use on children, said Dr. 
Jonathan Temte, a University of 
Wisconsin family medicine spe¬ 
cialist who heads a panel that 
advises the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention on vac¬ 
cine policy.

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SO HIP IT HURTS: A SUPERFAN’S TIMELINE 


Maybe the clearest sign I’m getting older is that my fa¬ 
vourite band is getting older, too. I am38 Years Old, 
after all. 

The Tragically Hip’s library isn’t the Library of 
Alexandria or anything, but they’ve been around 
long enough that they’re about to re-release a 22-year- 
old album. I find this depressing, fully and complete- 

iy- 

Even the way I discovered The Hip is old school. I 
was at my old school listening to a mixtape on a Walk¬ 
man, when I heard a song with a bass groove so deep I 
dove right in. It was At the Hundredth Meridian, 
where my great fandom begins. 

Since then, I’ve seen the Hip in Holland and Las 
Vegas and, God help me, Moncton. I’ve talked to four of them, in¬ 
cluding a conversation with bassist Gord Sinclair in which he told 
me they’re still together because ‘We’re men, not boys.’ 

Fdbest not squeal, then, I thought, as I nodded solemnly. 

I’ve tried not to be That Fan, but it’s hard. I went to a movie the-

atre to see a one-off closed-circuit thing the band 
was doing, and I was stopped by a cameraman on 
the way in to ask my thoughts for the nightly 
news. 

What I wanted to say: “The Hip were the first 
rock band to use Canadian iconography in their 
songs, which eventually led to the group becom¬ 
ing iconic themselves.” What I actually said: 
“They’re, like, icons, man. Awesome.” 

I didn’t thrust a beer in the air and yell 
“WHOO!” though, so, you know, small victories. 

My extreme fandom’s never stopped. I know 
more about the Hip than any normal person 
should. Here’s a timeline of their career, complete¬ 
ly off the top of my head: 

• Sept. 15,1981: The band gets together in high school, 
spurred on by the typical Canadian dream of forming a group that 
is 40 per cent Gords. 

• Feb. 28,1983: The band chooses the name The Tragically Hip 


after watching a 1980s Saturday Night Live sketch of the same 
name, beating out close contenders “Land Shark” and “Roseanne 
Rosannadanna.” 

• July 2,1986: Lead singer Gord Downie has a day that he later 
says inspired much of his songwriting, when some Bobcaygeon 
thugs lock him in the trunk of a car. 

• Aug. 9,1987: The band releases its second single, kicking off 
the well-loved fan ritual of saying, “They’re good, but not as good 
astheyusedtobe.” 

• March 17,1994: The band is nearly torn apart by drummer 
Johnny Faye’s double-double addiction. 

• Aug. 29,2005: Years of alleged fear mongering are vindicated 
when New Orleans begins sinking. FEMA offers the band a direct 
apology. 

That timeline isn’t strictly true, if youwant to be a slave to the 
dictionary definition. But it does highlight my obsessive, silly fan¬ 
dom, and why I still like the band so much after so many years: 
They make me feel young. Or as renowned rock critic Lester Bangs 
once put it, “Icons, man. Awesome.”

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From backyard block party 
to booming music festival

When it comes to the inspira¬ 
tion for the Up + Downtown 
Music Festival, the expres¬ 
sion “think big” is almost an 
understatement. 

For friends Jason Flammia 
and Alan Harding, it all start¬ 
ed at a block party. The pair 
had so much fun planning 
the neighbourhood event that 
they decided to take on a big¬ 
ger challenge. 

Last year, they organized 
the city’s first Up + Downtown 
Music Festival. Even though 
they saw a good turnout and 
their event received rave re¬ 
views, it wasn’t enough. The 
duo decided to go even bigger. 

The result of hard work 
and high risk is a high reward. 
The festival has exploded in 
only its second year. Now, Up 
+ Downtown Music Festival 
is held over three days, Oct. 
10, 11 and 12, in 10 venues, 
featuring more than 70 acts, 
including international talent 
from Germany and the U.S. 

Hosting the festival over 
the Thanksgiving long week¬ 
end was also part of the plan. 

Where some event organ¬ 
izers would shy away from 
a long weekend and people 
leaving the city, Flammia and 
his team embraced it. 

“There are so many music¬ 
al festivals that happen in the 
summer, not just in Edmon¬ 
ton, but across North America. 
After September long week¬ 
end, festivals start to drop 
off, so we figured there was 
a good opportunity to host a 


festival,” says Flammia. “The 
reason we are doing it down¬ 
town is that there is a lot of 
growth that has been happen¬ 
ing. I have been working and 
living down here for 10 years, 
so I’ve seen first-hand how it 
has grown. Right now, there is 
a good sense of spirit around 
that growth and I wanted to 
capitalize on that.” 


“I want people to experi¬ 
ence the downtown core in 
a way they don’t always do. 
People with festival wrist¬ 
bands can bounce around be¬ 
tween venues and see bands 
they might not see in one 
night, otherwise. 

“I want this to bring the 
same vibe downtown that the 
Fringe does for Old Strathcona 


— how people attend with the 
sense of adventure,” he says. 
“We still have a ways to go 
with our festival, but we are 
on our way.” 

This year’s show features a 
free block party on Saturday, 
Oct. 11. 

Performances range from 
folk, metal and rock to punk, 
house and hip hop.

Clothes and how to wear 
them have been a constant 
in Betty Halbreich’s life for 
most of her 86 years. 

Good thing she landed a 
job at Bergdorf Goodman as a 
personal shopper nearly four 
decades ago. 

The opportunity couldn’t 
have been better timed. She 
was fresh out of a mental 
hospital after a breakdown 
following a split with her 
husband. She had found 
herself alone in his city — it 
wasn’t hers — for the first 
time and needed a reason to 
get out of bed. 

Fashion and style loomed 
large in her proper upbring¬ 
ing as a lonely only child in 
Chicago. 

At the famed department 
store, it was the thing that 
saved her life. But with age, 
she’s made a few changes, 
particularly when it comes to 
her relationship with clothes. 

“I’ve loved clothes all of 
my life. I don’t love them 
personally anymore. It’s 
more of a job. Today it’s like 
whatever’s in the closet,” the 
blunt-spoken Halbreich said 
by phone in a recent inter¬ 
view. 

Dressing “correctly” has 
always come easily for Hal¬ 
breich, especially under the 
watchful eye of her fastidious 
mother, so sharing that love 
by dressing others is about 
the only job she could have 
imagined. 

Halbreich, with two 
grown children and three 
grandchildren, is still on the 
job, pulling looks for clients 
from the racks at Bergdorf 


and preparing to publish a 
book on her life spent find¬ 
ing the perfect fashions. 

Closets have always been 
a source of comfort to you. 


They’ve played a huge role 
in your life. 

They’re my playhouse, like 
my dollhouse when I was 
growing up. I can get up in 
the middle of the night and 


start doing them. I live in 
eight rooms. I have 12 clos¬ 
ets. I just keep rearranging 
all the retro clothes back¬ 
ward and forward. Closets 
and keeping them neat are 
like a hobby. It’s really going 
back to my childhood. I’ve 
had enough psychiatry to tell 
you. 

You have an odd relation¬ 
ship with mirrors. You’re 
surrounded by them all day 
long at the store. 

I do have an odd relation¬ 
ship. My mirror is so terrible 
at home that when I see my¬ 
self in a better mirror when I 
come to work I say, ‘My God, 
Betty. Turn up the lights. 
Don’t walk out in the mor¬ 
ning looking like a shadow.’ 

But clients, I teach how 
to look in the mirror. It’s so 
interesting. It’s a reversal.

It’s psychological. I’ve always 
had a fight with mirrors. I’ve 
never liked a mirror image.

How do you train somebody 
to like their image in the 
mirror? 

My mirrors are three-way and 
most women do not like that 
three-way mirror thrown at 
them, where you see your 
rear end, and you see your 
side view. But if they’re really 
enamoured of some beautiful 
piece of clothing it works. 

I know what looks good 
on them the minute they put 
it on. Look, 37 years of this 
stupid job, if I don’t know 
that it doesn’t look good on 
them I should really leave. 

So you don’t live, eat and 
breathe fashion and shop¬ 
ping? 

When I leave the store, I try 
to live another life. I don’t 
talk about clothes. 

I haven’t been in Saks 
since they put the escalator 
in (that would be 1979). 
Maybe I’ll have to go to 
Bloomingdale’s to buy a 
pillowcase, but I don’t tread 
in other stores. I find it ex¬ 
tremely boring.

2. On a lightly floured surface, 
roll out the dough to a uniform 
thickness.

Trial could end 
Peterson’s season 

Adrian Peterson is hoping 
to go to trial as soon as 
possible.

Red Deer Rebels 
to host 2016 
Memorial Cup 

The Western Hockey 
League’s Red Deer Rebels 
have been selected to 
host the 2016 MasterCard 
Memorial Cup. 

The Rebels will host ma¬ 
jor junior hockey’s biggest 
tournament for the first 
time in franchise histoiy 
after beating out the Van¬ 
couver Giants by a majority 
vote of the WHL Board of 
Governors in Calgaiy on 
Wednesday. 

The Memorial Cup will 
return to Alberta for the 
first time since 1974, when 
Calgaiy hosted the tourna¬ 
ment. 

The Rebels will auto¬ 
matically qualify for the 
Memorial Cup as host. The 
team has only been in the 
tournament once before, 
winning it all in 2001 in 
Regina, the Canadian press 


Canadian Roiy (Ares) Mac¬ 
Donald is getting his UFC title 
shot. And it will happen in 
Canada. 

UFC president Dana 
White has confirmed that 
the 25-year-old welterweight 
will fight the winner of the 
UFC 181 main event between 
170-pound champion Johny 
(Bigg Rigg) Hendricks and No. 1 
contender (Ruthless) Robbie 
Lawler. 

Hendricks and Lawler 
meet Dec. 6 in a Las Vegas re¬ 
match of their UFC 171 bout 
in March that decided the suc¬ 
cessor to Georges St-Pierre. 

MacDonald, ranked No. 2 
among welterweight contend¬ 
ers, has won three straight 
and eight of his last nine in 
the UFC. 

“It’s pretty impossible 
to deny Roiy that, whoever 
comes out of that Hendriclcs- 
Lawler fight, he’s the next guy 
in fine,” White told The Can¬ 
adian Press on Wednesday. 

MacDonald, a native of Ke¬ 
lowna, B.C., who fights out of 
Montreal, is bidding to join 
St-Pierre and Carlos (Ronin) 
Newton as the only Canadians 
to hold a UFC championship. 

Featherweight Mark 
(The Machine) Hominick of 
Thamesford, Ont., and Mont¬ 
real middleweight Patrick 
(The Predator) Cote lost title 
fights in the UFC. Alexis Davis 
failed in a bid for the women’s 
bantamweight crown. 

MacDonald (18-2) has al¬ 


ready beaten No. 3 Tyron 
Woodley, No. 7 Demian Maia, 
No. 8 Jake Ellenberger and 
No. 9 Tarec Saffiedine. 

“I have a lot of respect 
for Saffiedine,” White said. 
“That’s guy’s tough to deal 
with. Roiy just absolutely 
made him look like he didn’t 
belong there. He actually 
treated him like No. 9.” 

White said the MacDonald 
title bout would “absolutely, 
positively, without a doubt, 
be in Canada. He’s next in line 
and that fight will be in Can¬ 
ada.” 


The prophecy 


“One day, very soon the 
belt will be mine.” 

Rory MacDonald, following a unanimous 
decision victory over Tyron Woodley at UFC 
174 in June, predicted he would become 
the UFC's welterweight champion 

White did not say when 
MacDonald would get his title 
shot, but the UFC has a March 
date reserved in Montreal. 

MacDonald has not faced 
Hendricks. He lost a split deci¬ 
sion to Lawler when they met 


at UFC 167 in November 2013. 

After beating Saffiedine, 
the Canadian argued he was 
the logical contender. 

“I really don’t see anyone 
else,” he said. 

It’s hard to argue with him. 
No. 4 Carlos Condit, while he 
holds a 2010 win over Mac¬ 
Donald, has fought for the 
title and lost and is currently 
recovering from a knee in¬ 
jury. No. 5 Matt Brown lost 
to Lawler in June and No. 6 
Hector Lombard is set to face 
Josh Burkman at UFC 182 in 
January, the Canadian press
